PSAL. 1. T. 8. 
HE man is bleſt that hath not lent 
To wicked men his ear; 

Nor led his life as finners do, 

nor ſat in ſcorner's chair: 
2 But in the law of God the Lord 

doth ſet his whole delight, 
And in the ſame doth exerciſe 

himſelf both day and night. 


3 He ſhall be like a tree that is 
lanted the rivers nigh, . 
Which in due ſeaſon bringeth forth 
its fruit abundantly : 
4 Whoſe leaf ſhall never fade nor fall, 
but flouriſhing ſhall ſtand ; 
 Ev'n ſo all things ſhall proſper well, 
that this man takes in hand. 


5 As for ungodly men, with them 
it ſhall be nothing ſo; 

Put as the chaff which by the wind 
is driven to and fro. 

6 Therefore the wicked men ſhall not 
in judgment and npright ; 

Nor in th' aſſembly of the juſt 
ſhall ſinners come in ſight. 


7 For why? the way of godly men 
unto the Lord is known ; 

Whereas the way of wicked men 
ſhall quite be overthrown. 


PS AL. 3. T. 8. 
HY did the Gentiles tumults raiſe? 
what rage was in their brain? 
Why do the people ſtill contrive 
a thing that is but vain? 
2 The kings and rulers of the earth 
conſpire, and are all bent, 
Againſt the Lord, and Chriſt his Son, 
whom he among us ſent, 


3 Shall we be bound to them? ſay they;. 
let all their bonds be broke; | 

And of their doctrine and their law 
let us reject the yoke. | 

4 But he that in the heav'n doth dwell 
their doings will deride; 

And make them all as mocking-ſtocks 
throughout the world ſo wide, 


5 For in his wrath he ſhall reprove 
their pride and ſcornful way, 

And in his fury trouble them, 
and unto them ſhall ſay; 

6 I have anointed him my King 
uvon my holy hill; 

I will therefore, Lord, ou thy law 
according to thy will : 


7 The law whereof the Lord himſelf 
hath thus ſaid unto me, 

Thou art my only Son, this day 

| have I begotten.thee. 

8 All people I will give to thee, 
as heirs at my un; 

The ends and coaſts of all the earth 
by thee ſhall be poſfeſt. 


9 Thou ſhalt them bruiſe, ev'n like to thoſe 
that under foot are trod; 

And as a potter's veſſel, break 
them with an iron rod. 

10 Now ye, O kings, and rulers all, 
be wiſe therefore and learn'd, 

By whom the matters of the world 
are judged and diſcern d. 

11 See that ye ſerve the Lord above 
in trembling and in fear ; 

See that with rev "rence ye rejoice, 
when ye to him draw near :

12 See that ye do embrace and kiſs 
his Son without delay; 

Leſt in his wrath ye ſuddenly 
periſh from the right way. 


13 If once his wrath (but little) ſhall 
be kindled in his breaſt, 

Then only they that truſt in him 
ſhall happy be and bleſt. 


PSAL. 3. T. 8. 
O LORD, how are my foes increas'd, 
who vex me more and more! 
They break my heart when as they ſay 
God can him not reſtore, 
2 But thou, O Lord, art my deſence, 
when I am hard beſtead ; 
My worſhip and my honour both, 
and thou hold'ſt up my head. 


3 Then with my voice unto the Lord 
I did both call and cry; 
And he out of his holy Hill 
did hear me inſtantly. 
4 I laid me down, and quietly 
I flept and roſe again: . 
For why? 1 know affuredly, 
the Lord did me ſuſtain, 


5 If thouſands up againſ me riſe, 
I] will not be afraid; 

For thou art till my Lord and God, 
my Saviour and my aid. 

6 Riſe up, therefore, ſave me, my God, 
to thee 1 make my pray'r; 

For thou haſt broke the cheeks and teeth 
of all that wicked are. 


7 Salvation only doth belong 
to thee, O Lord, above; 
Who on thy people doſt beſtow 
thy bleſhng and thy love. 


SAL. 4. T. 8. 
O G OD, thou art my righteouſneſs, 
Lord, hear me when I call; 
Thou halt ſet me at liberty, 
when I was bound in thrall, | 
2 Have mercy, Lord, therefore on me, 
and grant me my requeſt: 
For unto thee inceſſant] 
to cry I will not reſt. 


3 O mortal men, how long will ye 
my glory thus deſpiſe ? * 
Why wander ye in vanity, 
and follow after lies? 

4 Know ye that good and godly men 
the Lord doth take and chute; 
And when to him I make complaint, 

he doth me not refuſe. 


5 Sin not, but ſtand in awe therefore, 
examine well your heart; 
And in your chamber quietly, 
fee ye yourſelves convert. 
6 Offer to God the ſacrifice 
of righteouſneſs and praiſe; 
And look that in the living Lord 
ye put your truſt always. 


7 The rome ſort crave worldiy goods, 
and riches do embrace; | 

But, Lord, grant us thy countenance, 
thy favour, and thy grace. 

8 For thou thereby ſhalt make my heart 
more joyful and more glad, 

Than they that of their corn and wine 
full great increaſe have had. 


9 In peace therefore lie down will I, 
taking my reſt and ſleep; 
For thou only doſt me, O Lord, 
ne and ſafely keep.

8 For in their mouths there is no truth, 

their inward filth is great; 

Their throat an open ſepulchre, 

and tongues full of deceit. 


9 Deſtroy their falſe conſpiracies, 
that they may come to nought; 

Subvert them in their heaps of fin, 
who have rebellion wrour ht. 

10 But thoſe that — their truſt in thee, 
let them be glad always; 

And render thanks for thy defence, 

and give thy Name the praiſe. 


xx For thou with favour wilt increaſe 
the juſt and righteous till ; 

And with thy grace, as with a ſhield, 
d-tend him from all ill. f 


PS AL. 6. T. 8. 
* D, in thy wrath reprove me not, 
though I deſerve thine ire; 
Nor yet corre& me in thy rage, - 
O Lord, I thee deſire. 
2 For I am weak, therefore, O Lord, 
of mercy me forbear ; 
And heal me, Lord, for why? thou know'ſt 
my bones do quake for tear. 


3 My ſoul is troubled very tore, 
and vex'd exceedingly; Py 
But, Lord, how long wilt thou delay 
to cure m —_— 
4 Lord, turn thee to thy wonted grace, 
ſome pity on me take; 
O ſave me, not for my delerts, 
but for tny mercies ſake. 


5 For why? no man m_ the dead 
rememb'reth thee at all; 
Or who ſhall! worſhip thee, O Lord, 
that in the pit pit do fall? 
5 $0 grievous is my plaint and moan, 
that I grow wondrous faint ; 
All the night long I waſh my bed 
with tears of my complaint.

Becauſe the Lord hath heard the voice 
of my complaint and cry. 


9 He heard not only the requeſt 
and pray'r of my fad heart; 
But it received at my hands, 
and took it in good part. 
10 And now wy foes that vexed me, 
the Lord will ſoon defame, 
And ſuddenly confound them all 
with great rebuke and ſhame, 


SAL. 7. T. 8. 
LORD my God, I put my truſt 
and confidence in thee; 

Save me from them that me purſue, 
and ſtill deliver me: 

2 Leſt like a lion he me tear, 
and rend in pieces ſmall, 

While there is none to ſuccour me, 
and rid me out of thrall. 


3 O Lord my God, if 1 have done 
the thing that is not right; 
Or elſe if 1 be found in fault, 
or guilty in thy fight:

By whom the ſecrets of all hearts 
are ſearched and deicry'd. 

10 I take my help to come of God 
in all my pain and ſmart; 

Who doth preſerve all thoſe that be 
of pure and perfect heart. 


11 The juſt man and the wicked both 
God judgeth by his pow'r; - 

So that he feels his mig] ty hand 
ev'n ev'ry day and hour. 

12 Except he change his mind, I die; 
for ev'n as he thinks fit,

aiming where he may hit: 

13 And doth prepare his mortal darts,

And all the miſchief that he wrought

17 1 will give thanks to God therefore, 
that judgeth righteouſly ; 

And with my ſong will praiſe the Name 
of him that is moſt High.

2 1 will be glad, and much rejoice 
in thee, O God moſt High, 
And make my ſongs extol thy Name 
above the ſtarry sky. 


3 Becauſe my foes are driven back, 

and turned unto —— 

They do fall down, and are deſtroy'd 
y thy Jum pow'r and might. 

4 Thou haſt avenged all my wrong, 
my grief and all my grudge : 
Thou doſt with juſtice hear my cauſe 
moſt like a righteous judge.

He is in all adverſit 
their refuge and their reſt. 
ro And they that know thy holy Name, 
therefore ſhall truſt in thee ; 


For thou forſakeſt not theif ſuit 
in their neceſſity. 
T he Second Part. 
11 Sing pſalms therefore unto the Lord, 
who dwells on Sion Hill; 
Among the people all declare 
his noble acts and will. 
12 For he is mindful of the blood 
of them that be oppreſt, 
Forgetting not the humble man, 
that ſeeks to him for reſt. 


13 Have mercy, Lord, on me, becauſe 
my foes do yet remain ; 
Who from the gates of death are wont 
to raiſe me up again; 
14 In Sion that I may ſet forth 
thy praiſe with heart and voice; 
And that in thy ſalvation great 
my ſoul may ſtill rejoice, 


15 The heathen ſtick faſt in the pit, 
which they themſeives prepar'd ; 

And in the net that they did hide 
their own feet are enſnar'd. 

16 By judgments great the Lord is known, 
whilſt wicked men are caught, 

And faſt entangled in the work, 
which their own hands have wrought. 


17 The wicked and decei:ful men 
go down to hell below; 
And all the people of the world, 
that God refuſe to know, 
18 But ſure the Lord will not forget 
the poor man's grief and pain : 
The patient people never look 
for help of him in vain. 


19 O Lord, ariſe, leſt men prevail, 
that be of worldly might; 
And let the 1 1 
their judgment in t ight. 
20 Lord, Arite ſuch 45 Fear and dread, 
into their hearts, and then 
They will be forced to confeſs 
themſelves to be but men.

HAT is the cauſe that thou, O Lord; 
ſo far off now doſt ſtand ? 

Why hideſt thou thy face in time, 

when trouble is at hand ? 
2 The poor do periſh by the proud 

and wicked men's dere; 
Let them be taken in the craft, 

which they themſelves conſpire, 


3 For in the luſt of his own heart 

th' ungodly doth delight; 
So doth the wicked praiſe himſelf, 

and doth . 2 * 2 

He is ſo proud, that right and wro 

bs he ſetteth all apart; K 2 8 
Nay, nay, there is no God, ſaith he,

Againſt the poor that pa's by him, 
his cruel eyes are bent: .

9 And, like a lion, privily 
lies lurking in his den, 
That he may ſnare them in his net, 
and ſpoil poor harmleſs men. 
10 With cunning craft and ſubtiity 
he croucheth down alway : 
So are great heaps of poor men made, 
by his _ pow'r, a prey. 
The Second Part. 
11 Tuſh, God forgetteth this, ſaith he, 
therefore I may be bold: 
His countenance is caſt aſide, 
he doth it not behold, 
12 Arife, O Lord our God, in whom 
the poor man's hope doth reſt; 
Lift up thy hand, do not forget 
the poor that be oppreſt. 


13 Why ſhould the proud and wicked man 
blaſpheme God's holy Name; 

Whilſt in his heart he crieth, Tuſh, 

Dod cares not for the ſame ? 

14 But thou ſeeſt all their wickedneſs, 
and well dot underſtand, 

That friendleſs and poor fatherleſs 
are left into thy hand. 


15 Of wicked and malicious men 
then break the pow'r alway ; 
That they with their iniquity 
may periſh and decay. 
16 The Lord doth reign for evermore, 
as King and God alone: 
And he will chaſe out of the land 
the heathen folk each one. 


17 Thou heareſt, Lord, the poor's complaint, 
their pray'r and their requeſt ; 
Their hearts thou wilt confirm, until 
thine ears to hear be preſt; 
18 To judge the poor and fatherleſs, 
and help them to their right ; 
That they may be no more oppreſsꝰd 
by men of worldly might.

$ Ye ſee then how a righteous God 
doth righteouſneſs embrace : 
And unto juſt and upright men 
ſhews forth his pleaſant face.

3 Behold me now, O Lord my God, 
and hear me ſore oppreſs'd ;

3 They went all wide, and were corrupt, 
and truly there was none, 
That in the world did any good, 
no, not ſo much as one.

5 When they thus rage, then ſuddenly 
r fear on them ſhall fall ;

6 Ye mock the doings of the poor 
to their reproach and ſhame ; 

Becauſe they put their truſt in God, 
and call upon his Name, 


7 But who ſhall give thy people health ? 
and when wilt thou fulfil . 
Thy promiſe made to Iſrael 
from out of Sion Hill ? 
8 For when thou ſhalt reſtore again 
ſuch as were captive led, 
Then Jacob ſhall therein rejoice, 
and Iſrael be glad. p 
PAD. 218. . 8. 
Win thy tabernacle, Lord, 
who ſhall inhabit ſtill? 
Or whom wilt thou receive to dwell 
in thy moſt holy Hill ? 
2 The man whoſe life is uncorrupt, 
whoſe works are juſt and ſtraight, 
Whoſe heart doth think the very truth, 
and tongue ſpeaks no deceit ; 


3 That to his neighbour doth no ill, 
in body, goods, or name; 

Nor willingly doth ſlanders raiſe, 
which might impair the ſame: 

4 That in his heart regardeth not 
malicious wicked men ; 

But thoſe that love and fear the Lord, 

ne maketh much of them: 

5 His oath and all his — 
that keepeth faithfully; 

Altho' he make his cov'nant ſo 
that he doth loſe thereby: 

6 That putteth not to uſury 
his money and his coin ; 

Nor for to hurt the innocent 
doth bribe, nor yet purloin : 


7 Whoſo doth theſe things faithfully, 
and turneth not therefrom, 

Shall never periſh in this world, 
nor that which is to come.

ORD, keep me, for I truſt in thee, 
A * DE in deed, 
ou art my God, and of my goods 
thou haſt not any need. , 
2 Therefore I give them to the ſaints, 
that in the world do dwell;

3 Their forrows ſhall be multi
